The Goshen High School journey since the beginning of the 21st century has been to bring to our students a 
wide variety of opportunities both inside the classroom and in extra-curricular activities. Challenging students to 
meet high expectations in academic pursuits will prepare students for the ever present need for life long 
education. Workers will continually need to retrain for new jobs that aren't even in existence today. To be 
prepared, students will need a broad based education delivered with high student expectation. 

When students graduate from our school, they are ready to face the challenges of the post secondary 
education opportunities. Last year, of the 360 graduates, 40% of the students left with college credits in hand 
and/or left having passed advanced exams in International Baccalaureate or Advanced Placement. This year, 
there are more students enrolled in these challenging courses to prepare students for their educational 
opportunities for life. 

Goshen High School is among the elite high schools in the state for academic performance, particularly in the 
area of college preparedness. But we also have extensive opportunities in a wide variety of areas through our 
partnerships with the Elkhart Area Career Center, with Vincennes University, IVY Tech, and with local 
businesses through the ICE program and the school Building Trades program. Students wanting skills to enter 
to workforce or move into technical trades get a jump start through these offerings. 

For more in depth commitments of student interest, GHS offers travel to Europe and Central American 
countries to experience first hand opportunities in all language areas and in art; participation in off campus 
classes in Florida through Marine Biology or in Canada for the Stratford Experience or to Minnesota for 
Boundary Waters studies; performance travel opportunities in all areas of music, and high interest clubs which 
compete on the national level in both rocketry and mileage challenge. Couple these with service organizations 
such as Fusion Latina, Key Club, Student Council and others, along with the opportunities that a full athletic 
program offers, GHS students have a myriad of ways that prepare them for the 21st Century.
